In my collecting of Cleveland, OH perfin usages I 
have come across three(one sold to another 
member) that were used by Republic Steel 
Corporation in Cleveland - all requesting men, who I 
would surmise had been laid off, to return to work. 
The stamps are correctly perfinned with the R-128 


perfin pattern. Also, these were used twelve years 
apart so many more may exist from this company. 
Does anyone have another example of this type of 
usage? I wouldn't have thought that a special 
delivery postcard ever really existed, but, seeing is 
believing! 
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
